Revival of the Yorba Linda 
Home-owners Association has been 
announced by former City Council- 
man Rudy Castro. As spokesman for 
the group, Castro said its theme will 
be ‘‘good government.”’

Opposition 
to Airport 


Yorba Linda Mayor Henry Wedaa 
reported that the drive he initiated 
recently to thwart another attempt at 
locating an airport in the Chino Hills 
is ‘‘going well’’ 

WedagSaid that the Anaheim City 
Council hes voted to oppose the 
Inter-County Airport Association 
(ICAA) bid for federal study funds. 

The mayor added that he is 
holding discussions with various 
people in cities that passed 
resolutions or took minute actions in 
support of the study proposed by 
ICAA. 

The discussions, Wedaa said, are 
aimed at having the cities rescind 
their resolutions of support and send 
copies to all North Orange County 
cities and the Federal Aviation 
Administration indicating they no 
fonger support the application. 

At the press conference where 
Wedaa announced the marshalling 
of opposition to the latest airport bid 
by the ICAA, he __ identified 
supportive cities as Cypress, Los 
Alamitos, Orange, Tustin, San 
Clements, San Juan Capistrano. 

Anaheim voted to support the 
four-county regional airport study 
which has been proposed by the Los 
Angeles Department of Airports. 
This was in keeping with Wedaa’s 
statement that when ‘‘opposing a 
proposed action, an alternate plan 
be proposed rather than simply 
taking a position in opposition.”’ 


Post Office 


Unveils Plan 


It was only a_ ‘‘courtesy’’ 
presentation on the plans for the 
new Yorba Linda Post Office but the 
always sharp probing Planning 
Commission had several questions 
of the Post Office official who 
brought the plans to them. 

The questions were answered but 
whatever objections the commission 
had to the plans were of no effect. 
Although the zoning ordinance 
normally requires a conditional use 
permit for such a structure, under 
Federal Law the Post Office 
Department does not have to secure 
one. Buildings which are a federal 
project on government property do 
not have to receive city approval. 

The PO official, backed by the 
contractor and architect, said he 
wanted to cooperate fully with city 
officials and comply with ordi- 
nances, in so far as possible. 

Plans for the new structure on the 
large triangle formed by Eureka, 
Lemon and Imperial are in the final 
design phase. Construction is 
expected to start within 30 to 45 
days. 

The commission approved the 
city’s third year involvement in the 
Housing and Community Develop- 
ment Act. Federal funds acquired 
through this act will be used to 
acquire additional property for 
parking at the Woman’s Club which 
that organization dedicated to the 
city as a Community Center. 

The city has already accumulated 
$66,000 towards the parking lot 
project under the act and expects a 
similar amount in the third year. The 
county has been notified that the city 
will begin to purchase land adjacent 
to the clubhouse for the parking lot 
this fiscal year. 

The commission reviewed items 
to be considered at a public hearing 
in regards to the General Plan yearly 
review.

Pollution 
Resurvey 


in Process 


The Yorba Linda County Water 
District is currently in the process of 
resurveying all commercial and 
industrial water users in the district 
to determine if those usets have 
cross connection devices to prevent 
possible pollution of the district's 
water system. 

A cross. connection prevention 
system utilizes any one of three 
types of devices to prevent 
pollutants from such sources as oil 
companies, hospitals, chemical 
companies and other manufacturers 
from backing up into the district's 
water system. 

The devices are installed at the 
meter to prevent a backflow from the 
water system within a hospital or 
industrial plant into the district’s 
water mains, explained operations 
manager Pete Royere. 

Such devices have been required 
for a number of years, Royere 
explained, but the district regularly 
surveys the district to make certain 
that new customers who need them 
install such devices. 

Users who must install such 
devices are required to have them 
inspected annually, he added. 


By mutual agreement of the three 
involved school districs, the Yorba 
Linda Schoo! District has terminated 
its attempt to annex to the Placentia 
Unified School District. Also in 
agreement that annexation is not the 
answer to the focal district’s 
problem is the Fullerton Union High 
School Disrict. Approximately 1,200 
local students attend Troy High in 
the FUHSD. 

With that avenue closed the YLSD 
Board of Trustees voted to look into 
unification which would provide the 
district with a kindergarten through 
grade 12 educational system. 

This is a complicated procedure 
which begins with a request to the 
County Committee on School 
District Organization (CCSDO). The 
request will be that the committeg 
study amending the Orange County 
Schools General Plan to include 
YLSD as a union high school district. 

Trustees got immediate support 
in the form of a petition presented by 
Harold Spiegel, a resident, contain- 
ing 44 names in favor of a new 
FUHSD high school on an existing 
site in Yorba Linda or unification. 

Spiegel and other parents at the 
meeting strongly emphasized their 
objections to local students being 
bussed to Troy. 

Trustee Shirley Guardia was 
joined by othe board members in 
decrying the lack of public 
involvement and interest in the 
annexation question. When a citizen 
asked if it ‘‘wouid help to write 
letters to the county committee in 
favor of unification?’’, she received 
an emphatic ‘‘yes’’ answer from 
board members and __ district 
administrators. 

It was pointed out that the 
eventual decision on unification will 
come by a vote of the people. 
Superintendent Sterling Fox out- 
lined procedures to be followed 
including county and state approval 
before the -local- voting: «- 

The ballot would contain several 
measures, it was explained. These 
include the question of unification, a 
bond issue for buildings, source of 
revenue (taxes) and candidates for a 
new board of trustees. 

Board President Paul Armsrong 
warned that the Fullerton District 
would probably fight unification. He 
said the district has declinning 
enrollment and would like to retain 
the Yorba Linda students. 

Trustee Gerald Rost noted that 
Hal Mason, a_ county schools 
administrator, had told him that this 
would be an excellent opportunity 
for the district to submit its request 
for unification as a countywide study 
on school district organization is 
about to be made. 

The only pessimistic note was 
sounded by Trustee Rob Cromwell 
who favored annexation but 
reluctantly approved a ‘‘move 
towards unification.”’

This month, as political cam- 
paigns swing into full gear, voters 
will be bombarded with information 
regarding candidates and issues.

By their own estimates, they 
would reap 97 million dollars per 
year. No doubt, this fact was. not 
given to the signers of the petition 
which qualified it for the November 


ballot. 
What we in law enforcement are 


most concerned about is where did 
the estimated half-million dollars 
come from that was needed to collect 
signatures for this initiative? Who 
are Mr. Hardie’s associates? 

Why has Mr. Hardie defied a 
court order to reveal sources of cash 
contributions to the Fair Political 
Practices Commission? Why is there 
a lack of stringent State controls 
written into the initiative? 

The truth of the matter is that this 
initiative is so cleverly written that 
only the promoters, Mr. Hardie and 
his supporters, stand to prosper 
from this multimillion dollar 
gambling industry. Our State 
legislature is powerless to amend 
any of their self-imposed regula- 
tions.

When the school board makes its position known to those county.and state 
officials determining the future of the Yorba Linda School District, their 
arguments will be more readily accepted with substantiation- from the 


people. 


Let these officials know how you stand on these two matters which will 
have a serious effect on your city and your school district. 


PUSD-PUEA Contrae

Placentia Unified School District 
(PUSD) trustees last week approved 
a master agreement between the 
district and the Placentia Unified 


Education Association (PUEA), 
ending PUSD’s first year of 
collective bargaining with the 


employee organization. : 
The agreement provides for a 5.2 


per cent salary increase for the’ 


district’s approximatély 700 teach- 
ers, librarians, and nurses. The 
increase is retroactive to Sept. 1 and 
extends through the 1976-77 school 
year. 

PUEA members had ratified the 
contract by a 408-89 vote a week 
previously, after portions of it had 


been renegotiated with district 
trustees at the Sept. 28 PUSD 
meeting. 


Changes adopted at that meeting 
include provisions that (1}" dis- 
trict-wide pupil-teacher zatios not 
exceed 26 to 1, (2) charges which 
affect employment of PUEA 
members must be in writing, (3) 
faculty meetings include an agenda 
item for PUEA business, and (4) 
principals may require teachers, 
librarians, and nurses to be in 
attendance at their schools an 
average of one hour daily beyond the 
regular student instructional day, 
the time to be arranged mutually 
between the principal and the 
employee. The regular instructional 
day is based,on that for-grades four 
through Six. 

In other action, the board adopted 
a policy providing released time for 
students for off-campus religious 


instruction. Such released time_ 


requires written consent from 
parents or guardians, and permits 
students to be excused for up to one 
hour per week on no more than four 
days per month. 

The policy stipulates ‘that, 
wherever possible, the religious 
instruction should be arranged at a 
time that will not conflict with prime 
instructional time in the classroom. 

The board alse heard a report by 
music coordinator Bill Foster on the 
district’s music program for the 
1975-76 school year. Foster said he 
has been invited by Southwest 
Regional Laboratories, a federally- 
funded educational research pro- 
gram to explain PUSD’s unique 
music testing program at the annual 
conference of the California Music 
Education Association in April. 

The tests, developed by PUSD’s 
music instructors, are designed to 
measure students’ progress in both 
music reading and music listening 
skills. They are administered each 
year to all third and sixth grade 
students in the district. 

Results of the 1975-76 achieve- 
ment tests for third graders show an 
increase of 31.5 per cent in music 
reading skills, and an increase of 
12.5 per cent in listening skills. For 
sixth graders, results show gains of 
16.2 per cent in reading skills and 
6.7 per cent in listening skills. 

Trustee Jean Pappas noted the 
importance of maintaining an 

“effective music education program, 
in view of the demand in today 
in view of the demand in today’s job 
market for persons with music skills.
